custom of the Kaffir, on receiving his sal 
ary— usually $?» per w« *« *k—to sally forth 
and invest all his earnings in b ottles of 
b randy.

“ Here is a bit from .Mark T w a i n ’« diary 
which may prove interesting: ’Sept. 7 .— 
Crossed the equator.

the ocean.

Wt had no fool ceremonies, no fantastic« , 
no horseplay.
